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CREMATED 


IN WRECK 


Express Dashes Into Freight 


Cars, One Containing 


Dynamite. 


Terrific Explosions Occur Setting Fire to Passen- 


ger Coaches—Many Inmates Perish Miserably 


—Twenty Lives Lost and Upwards of 


100 Injured in Pennsylvania. 


' HARR1SBURG, Pa., May 11.—Twenty 
persons are believed to have been killed 
and approximately 100 injured by the 
wrecking of the Cleveland and Cincinnati 
express west bound on the Pennsylvania 


railroad which dashed into a wrecked 
east bound freight train, exploding a car 


filled with 50,000 pounds of blasting pow- 
der. The wreck occurred In the southern 
part of Harrhburg at 1:40 o'clock this 
morning. It was one of- the mont hor- 
rible disasters ever experienced by the 
Penna railway on its main line. Several 
hours will elapse before the exact num- 


ber of dead and injured will be known. 


Twelve of the dead are at the morgue 


and other bodies are being brought to 
the dead house as quickly as they arc lo- 


cated. 


There ore about seventy injured per- 


sons in the Harrisbur-g hospital, hotels 


and private residences, while others are 


under care- of physicians in houses near 


the scene of the wreck. 


The identified dead up to 11 a. m., are: 


Jack Ii. Silvermnn, Philadelphia; Mrs. 
Robert G. Dougherty, Philadelphia; C. 
Kuhhnan, Altoonn, Pa.; H. K. Thomas 
Pnrksburg, Pa., engineer of the passenger 
train. 


TWO BODIES RECOGNIZED. 


Passengers and trainmen were burned 


to a crisp, while others were pinned ln-lp- 
lessly in the debris. So completely incin- 
erated were the bodies trat only two 
were identified up to 11 a. m. The two 
who were immediately recognize! nflov 
their remains were found were tfr.fj'ni-'ir 
Thomas, of Parksburg, Pa., and 
Mrs. 


Dougherty of Philadelphia, lioth of who?e 
bodies were thrown clear of lh« debris 
instead of into it as was the case with 
several others. 


FOUXD ALMOST NAKED, 


The women in the wreck suffered great- 


ly and many of those who escaped were 
found almost naked Among -ho*e \yho 
pot out without injury ;vcre Mrs. Albert 
J. Barr, wife of the editor of the Pitts- 
burg Post and her two dii'iptitirH who 
were on their way to Pitt^bur-. They 
were taken to the hospital where one of 
the attending physicians i;»vc Hictn at- 
tention and tlipn sent tl-fm to "is home. 


Mr. and 31-5. Tindel of Pittsburg, the 


latter the daughter of United States Sen- 
ator C. 1'. Knox, were slightly injured by 
flying gbss. They walked from the scene 
of the wreck to Sttclloii. where they call- 
ed up Governor Pennypacker by tele- 
phone and explained their condition. T'ie 
governor immediately dispatched 1'rivaie 
Secretary Bromley Wnrton to the aid of 
Mr. and'Mrs. Tindel, who were brought 
to the executive- mansion, where they 
' wore furnished with clothing and medical 
attention. 


AN APPALLING SCENE. 


The scene of the wreck when daylight 


broke was a gruesome one. Splintered 
and smouldering car* and twisted iron 
were piled high on the freight tracks nnd 
an enormous amount of wreckage was ly- 
ing on the marahland. between the rail- 
road embankment and the river. 
One 


thousand laborers were soon put to work 
and by 10 o'clock two freight tracks were 
open. 
, 


The passenger tracks for several hun- 


dred feet were blown uway by the ex- 
plosion. Passenger trains are being sent 
over the new low grade 
freight 
line, 


along the west'side of the Siisquohnrmn 
river. About a dozen boalinen are drag- 
ging the river for bodies. The shock of 
the explosion was heard for miles around. 
At High Spire windows were broken and 
the people generally shaken up badly. 


ENGINE CAUSES WRECK. 
• 


The primary cause 'of the wreck was 


a shifting engine. It -ww going ^'eit slow- 
ly when thti engineer oi tha ^aatbound 
freight train JHW it coming on his truck. 
He upijlifd tho uir brakes sudclfiily, which 
•aimed the middle of. the fix-ight train to 


buckle, shoving several of the cars onto 
•the westbound passenger track. A mo- 
ment later the express, one of the fastest 
trains on the road, came along and dash- 
ed into the wrecked ears. The next in- 
stant the boiler of the passenger loco- 
motive exploded. The wreck took fire 
and those who escaped began the work of 
rescue. Six minutes after, the explosion, 
the effect of the wreck, their men say, 
the flames reached the car filled with 
powder. There was a flash and a. deaf- 
ening roar. The earth 
trembled ns 


though some; terrible seismic disturbance 
had occurred. All who were -not killed 
and injured by the explosion fled from 
the awful scene. 


UNABLE TO AID THE DYING. 


The wreckage became a mass of flames 


and small boxes of powder that had not 
exploded, "let go" continuously. While 
these explosions continued, men who had 
bravely gone to tho rescue before the 
first explosion did not dare to approach 
the burning wreck though they could 
hear the agonized shrieks of the dying. 


Flames began their cruel feast of hu- 


man bodies that were helplessly pinned 
in the wreckage. 
An alarm of fire was 


turned in and when the firemen arrived 
it was impossible for them' to go closer 
thftn 300 yards of the fire uritiMhc ex- 
plosions ceased. Then the intense heat 
interfered with the work of rescue. Men 
of the boldest nerve wore forced to re- 
tire with singed hair, blistered faces and 
burning clothing when they atteinptod to 
respond to the pi.ticous cries for help. 
Those who escaped by leaping and crawl- 
ing through windows, in scant 
attire, 


from their slopping car berths hurried to 
the open fields where they were gathered 
together and cnried to the offices and 
workshops of the Paxtang Electric Light 
company and other 
industrial plants 


which were quickly 
transformed 
into 


temporary hospitals and later into hior- 


IJUCS. 


Many of the injured were hurried to 


the Harrisburg hospital, where a large 
staff of physicians and nurses dressed 
their injuries. 
Soon the hospital was 


filled to overflowing and many of the in- 
jured were taken to the hotels and pri- 
vate residences. 


RUSHED INTO OPKNf AIR. 


The scenes in the vicinity of Hie wreck 


were appalling ns many families living in 
the small house; about the depot were 
tossed from their beds and -thinking that 
some entastrophe' had 
befallen 
thorn, 


ru-ihed from their bods clad only in their 
night clothes nnd blankets which tjipy 
wrapped nrovtnd thorn in their hnstc. 


Several small houses near the Lochiel 


Furnace wore badly shattered. ' Flying 
Mass and nr'k'los -which \voro knocked 
from the walls struck the inmntcs ns 
they lay in their beds and a number of 
minor injuries were reported. The shock 
and effects of tlio explosion WHS hoard 
for many miles, nnd pieces of glass and 
large windows were broken for nules 
around. 


LOST $17,000 IN JEWELS. 


Henry Silverman, a New xork jewelry 


salesman had a satchel in his 
berth 


which contained Sl',00.0^ worth of fine 
jewelry sumplps of goods 'for the Christ- 
mas holidays. Mr, Silver-man- was com- 
pelled to leave everything in the passen- 
ger coach to escape, before burned 
to 


death. He could, not find his bag in .the 
darkness nnd hud to see hia jewels perish 
in the flames. 


. TELLS OF AWFUL SIGHT. 


"The first intimation I had - of 
the 


wreck," .said John B. Reynolds, of Pitts 
bur;,', a newspaper man who. was^goinf 
home from Now York and escaped witl 
slight injuries, "was when I heard an aw 
ful crash and'was thrown out into the 
aisle of the car. I was dazed for a little 
time and only realized my position am 
what had happened when I fi'lt a woman 
grubbing me and screnming, "For God's 
sake help me.1 I pushed her out of the 
window and a fellow passenger liandcc 
out a child which belonged to her. Mo 
(ln>r> left the train und willed to me to 
jump through the window. Just then 
tli^re wp.3 a terrific explosion.

dropped to the ground a raisiiLe struck 
nuil knocked me down. I don't know how 


I lony 1 In}' there; bui, when 1 recovered 


my senses I' crawled across the tracks 
under a freight train and rolled down the 
embankment on the other side. I .was 
in my night clothes and all my. other 
clothing and belongings were lost. 
^ 


"I never want to witness such a sight 


as.that which followed' the 
collision. 


Women were screnming,. children wore 
crying and strong men were wandering 
aiiiout dazed and helpless. 
The tracks 


were strewn in all directions with haJf- 
naked men ajid women, some ,of them 
were dead and\>tlicrs seriously injured." 


MILL HANDS AID RESCUE. 


On this same train' was Sara Shubcrt, 


the well-known theatrical man, and Abe 
Thalheimer, one of Mr. Shubert's agents. 
They were accompanied by Samuel Kli- 
nee, 
a New York lawyer, and were on 


their way. to Pittsburg to close a deal 
for the lease, of a theater. Mr. Shubert 
,vas slightly burned and was token to a 
totel. Mr. Thalheimer was eut about the 
;acc and head. Mr. Klinee is 
missing 


md the supposition is'that he was burn- 
ed to death in the wreck. 


GIVES CAUSE'OF WRECK!. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—Charles M. 


Shenffer, superintendent 
of passenger 


transportation of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road stated today that the wreck was 
due to the sudden stopping of an east 
bound freight train. The Steelton shifter 
was on the east bound track and flagged 
tiic freight which was following. 
The 


sudden application of the 
air on the 


freight train wrecked' the thirty-fifth car 
'roni the engine and threw it over on the 
rt-est bound..paisenger track, just as the 
Cleveland and .Cincinnati express'was ap- 
iroaching or passing'that-point. When 
:he passenger train was' brought to a 
standstill one-half of it had passed the 
wrecked freight car. In -the thirty-sixth 
car was a cargo of dynamite consigned to 
xerbaugh & Co., contractors-at Columbia, 
Pa. When the passenger -frain,stopped, 
the dynamite car ,of the • freight train 
was opposite the third sleeping car of ihc 
express. 


"It appears," Mr. ShcafTer said, "that 


there were oni> or two filight explosions 
previous to the big explosion. These 
were probably caused by the 
express 


train running over several sticks of dyna- 
mite which had fallen on the track from 
the car. The thirty-fifth freight car was 
sideswiped by the express and it is sup- 
posed the dynamite car was broken in 
the collision. The entire express train 
was either wrecked or burned."..

IN CYCLONE 


Tornado Pratically Wipes Out 


Town of Snyder in 


Oklahoma. 


Scenes, Ghastly in the Extreme, Greet Survivors 


and Rescuers~75 Persons Killed Outright-- 


Injured Number Hundreds—Busi- 


ness Portion Destroyed. 


With tears in liis eyes, completely 


crushed and unable to speak a word of 
English, Frank Bruno, not yet 20 years 
old, 
was arraigned in the municipal 


court at 10 o'clock this morning on 
charge of assault with intent to rape 
Kerstene Nelscn, 
on April 
10, a few 


miles \vcst of Corliss. 


When District Attorney Oittins was 


ready to read the information Michael 
Sasso was called as an interpreter and 
repeated it to tlie hoy. The district at- 
torney then explained the facts in con- 
nection with the assault and what a des- 
perate fight the girl had to resist the 
attack. 


Attorney Wallace Ingalls appeared in 


behalf of the prisoner and stated that he 


•as not yet 20 years old,..that he .had 


been over from Italy only ten months 
and tliat a companion luul suggested the 
assault on the girl and he asked that the 
punishment be imprisonment in the re- 
formatory at Green Bay instead of state 
prison. 


Judge Sinieding through the interpret- 


er asked a great many questions and as- 
certained that the boy was born in Italy, 
that his father -and mother were dead 
and that he -A.& never in trouble before. 
Then a. Brother-in-law of the prisoner, 
Tory Franz, business man of Chicago, 
testified as to the good character of the 
boy. 


It-was the hardest kind of work to 


make cither the interpreter or the pris 
oner to understand the nature' of the 
charge and its 'meaning, but this was 
finally accomplished. 


GIVEN SIX YEARS' SENTENCE. 
Judge Smieding then sentenced Bruno 


loHhe state prison at Waupun for a 
term of six years, beginning at noon to- 
day, first day to be in solitary confine- 
ment. The prisoner did not understand 
what the punishment was until the in 
lorpreter explained. 


It will be remembered that Kerstene 


Nelsen left this city to visit friends at 
Sylvanin. Leaving the train at Corliss 
she started to walk out. Bruno and 
companion employed by the Chicago, 
waukce & St. Paul railway, followed her 
and Bruno committed the assault. 


After that the 
residents • of Corliss 


held u:rna$s meeting and resolutions were 
passed, to order all Italians out of the 
place, but .this was modified and n com- 
mittee appointed to notify the sons of 
Itnly that if another offense was com- 
mitted by .any of their nnt'ioiiaJityf they 
would'be chased out at llie vicinity';:. V

TOPEKA, Kas,, May 11.—A tornado 


struck the town of Ovcrbrook, twelve 


miles southeast of Topekn, and passing, 
through a thickly settled fanning com- 
munity, wrecked several houses 
and 


barns and unroofed others. So far as 
known,.no one WHS killed. Only one per- 
son is reported injured. The same storm 
struck Lawrence, causing $10.000 dam- 


age, but no one was hurt. 


GUTKRIE, Okhi.. May .11.—Snyder, a 


thriving to-.vn of 1,000 'person.-, situated 


in the heart of the rich Kiowa farming 
country, which was thrown 
open to 


vhite settlement in IflOl, was practical- 


ly wiped out of existence by a tornado 


that struck the place last night. 


Up to 10 o'clock today, no clear esti- 


mate of the casualties was • obtainable, 


owing to the confusion in the stricken 
town. A conservative estimate places 


the dead at 
between seventy-five and 


one hundred persons and the seriously 


injured at 150. 


A special from J. P. Hchnessy, agent 


of the St. Louis and San Francisco rail- 


way at Chickasha, says that a. message 
was received from the operator at Sny- 
der at 10:30 o'clock saying that there 
were 75 dead bodies and 352 injured; 
that the entire business portion of the 
town had been destroyed, but that the 
residence portion was not badly dam- 
aged.

FORMULATE RELIEF SYSTEM. 


Up to 10:30 the only names of dead a-t 


Snyder obtainable, were those of J. B.

The mayors of Guthrie, Oklahoma 


City and some other Oklahoma towns 
have issued calls for mass meetings to 
formulate a system of relief for the in- 
jured and already special trains bearing 
physicians, nurses, clothing and provis- 
ions were started for Snyder. 


At least one other town in Oklahoma, 


"Quintan, a small plaee in 
Woodward 


oounty, was struck by the tornado, and 
there it'is known Mrs. 0. W. Cox and 
her two sons were killed. Rumors that 
other towns were destroyed are not cred- 
ited. 


DEAD NUMBER 100. 


A special from Hobart at 12:13 places 


the dead up to that hour at Snyder at 
over 100 persons, 73 of whom were killed 
outright. Not n. building in the town es- 
caped damage and seven-eighths of the 
business buildings are a total loss. The 
injured number into the hundreds, 


Fifty freight cars standing in the 


yards were reduced to kindling wood; 
and the railroad tracks were torn up for 
blocks. 'Hundreds of people!are pouring 
into Snydor to aid the sufferers. 


At one o'clock today it was known 


that nearly TOO persons had lost, their, 
lives in. the destruction of Snyder .by a. 
tornado. The injured;'. as< far. as known/ 
now'-will number perhaps., 200, "many' of:

FIRST NEWS OF.DISASTER.' 


The iim news of the storm wo*' rf_ 


ceived about midnight. Sooin-thcrenfter, 
before any details had been received, tel- 
egraph and'telephone wires went down. 
Immediately relief trains were ordered 
out from all available points, starting 
from Hobart, Chickasha, I. T., Guthrie, 
Oklahoma City and other towns. Every 
train carried doctors, nurses and any 
person capable of rendering aid. 


DEAD AND DYING SEEN. 


The first relief train sent from Hobart; 


32 miles north of Snyder, reached the 
stricken town just before 
daylight. 


Everyone at once began the work of re- 
lief. On every hand they found 
the 


•wreckage and streets almost obliterated 
by piles of demolished houses. In all 
directions evidence of the terrible havoc 
of 'the storm wts apparent. 
The dead 


Sjid dying lay about the streets, in yards 
and mixed up with the wreckage, while 
those who had escaped ran hither and 
thither in excited attempts to bring or- 
der out of the terrible chaos and to ren- 
der what meagre aid they might. 


The storm was not confined to Snyder. 


On the way to Snyder dead and injured 
were passed in-plain sight of the relief 
trains, but these were passed by in the 
efforts of the rescuers .to reach Snyder, 
where there was greater ncpd of their 
service. 
, . 


The first man to reach Snyder and re- 


turn to a telegraph, point was the sta- 
tion agent at Mountain Park, a neigh- 
boring town. He had walked into Sny- 
der, reaching th^re at daylight, and after 
taking a hasty view of the situation and 
without gathering any exact details of 
the storm's effects, returned to Moun- 
tain Park. 


This man reported the town partially 


destroyed and asserted that the list of 
dead would reach somewhere between 
300 and 400. The injured, he said, were 
to be seen everywhere, and their num- 
ber undoubtedly will reach into the hun- 
dreds. 


While the tornado seems to have been 


widespread, rumors that other towns in 
southwestern Oklahoma 
had been do- 


stroyed were declared by the telephone 
exchanges 
to be incorrect. However, 


there was no question that 'much dam- 
age to property and loss of life had'oc- 
curred in the outlying districts. 


LOSS OF LIFE AT QUINLAN. 


The same tornado struck Quinlan, in 


Woodward county, on the Santa Fe rail- 
way, destroying several housos and at 
that point-,at least three persons, Mrs. 
0. W. Cox and her two sons, arc known 
to have been killed.. 
1 The tornado struck Snyder from the 
southwest, traveling north until within 
about a hundred yards of the tracks of 
the Oklahoma City and Western railway. 
There it took » northeasterly course 
through, the business portion 
of the 


town. North of the track not a build- 
ing was left standing. 


Coming as it did while most of the in- 


habitants of Snyder were asleep, but 
few had any warning of their danger, 


There was no possibility of securing 


a correct early estimate of the number 
of dead and injured. The number of dead 
was placed at anywhere between 70 and 
300'at Snyder alone, while the injured 
were placed at between 100 and 500. 


HARD TO GET ESTIMATES. 


At 9:30 this morning indifferent tele- 


phone connection was established with 
Lawton. Lawton reported that the tel- 
ephone wire between there and Snyder 
had worked at brief intervals, and that 
from the snatches of the conversation 
received, the dead at Snyder were.placed 
at between 70 and 100 with the injured 
at between 60 ;and 200. Lawton, how- 
ever, stated that so much confusion ex- 
isted at Snyder that it WHB impossible 
at that hour to give any thing'like n, cor- 
rect estimate of the casualties. 
.

ily, a. boy, escaping. 


Three young children in the. Crook 


family, were killed/ one, a babe,' was 
snatched from its mother's arms and its 
brains smashed out against a brick 
wall. 


CAME WITHOUT WARNING. 


The storm was of the regular twister 


variety and swooped down upon Snyder 
without warning. It came up irom.the 
southwest. It) out a swath a half mile 
wide, demolishing everything in its path 
for a. distance of,ten miles southwest, 
and three miles northeast, of Snyder. 
One of the saddest cases was that of Col. 
Williamson. 
When tho storm struck 


Williamson grabbed a woman whom he 
thought hia wife and hurried away to a 
place of safety. When out of danger he 
discovered that the woman was not his 
wife. • Later, Mrs. Williamson 
was 


brought to the temporary morgue with 
her head -completely 'severed from the 
body. 


FIRE COMPLETES "RUIN. 


Fire broke out following the storm and 


entirely consumed one business block, a' 
partial list of the property losses is as 
follows:

REPORTS 75 DEAD: 


The following message -has been re- 


ceived from the Frisco train dispatcher at 
Enid, 160 nsttes from Snyder, Okla., by 
the general officers here: 
"The tornn'lo 


struck Snyder at 8:45 last night. Twelve 
business houses and forty residences were 
destroyed. Seventy-five people nre dead, 
fifty have been seriously injured and fifty 
more slightly injured.

"Round house totally "destroyed, eight 


cars blown from track and upside down. 
Agent J. M. Egan reported badly Jniur- 
ed. Our relief train.from Uobart arriv- 
ed at Snyder at 3:20 a. ra.', and then went 
to Frederick after doctors and assistance. 
They are now on way back to ITohhfS for 
another party of doctor? and undertak- 
ers who reached Hobart on Rock Island 
early this morning." 


FEAR BRIDE HAS PERISHED. 


KENOSHA. Wis., May 11.—Grave fnars

A. G. Kilmer of Kenofha, who was in 
Snyder'lost"night •'Mrs. Kilmer is.a- 
daughter of Oscar'-Rector,-and'she'had 
gone to Snyder as a bride a few weeks 
ago. The Kilmers resided in chc very 
center-of the storm district. 


PAYS ILLINOIS' A VISIT.

DEATH'S TOLL NOW SIX 


Deputy Sheriff, Taunted 
by 


Striking Teamsters, Shoots 


to Kill. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—The death which 


swelled the list of strike fatalities to six 
yesterday was.that of George S. Pierce, 
a union teamster formerly employed by 
A. M. Rothschild & Co. Pierce was shot 
and fatally injured by George T. Wal- 
dorn, a deputy sheriff, who was one of 
three who were guarding a Wells-Fargo 
Express company wagon. 


Pierce was one of a crowd which gath- 


ered about the wagon at Seventeenth, 
and Clark streets. He taunted Waldorn 
because the deputy sheriff was a former 
union man. Waldorn resented the jeer- 
ing and. jumping from the seat of the 
express wagon, drew a. revolver and fired 
at Pierce. The bullet struck Pierce jmt 
above the heart and lodged in his lung. 
He dropped to the ground and wtfti pick- 
ed up by two policemen who saw the 
shooting from a Wcntworth avenue cur. 
They cullad an! ambulance 
and Pierce

11 iM.ltirt night-wlicn the. tornado struck. 
NVithin less thnn.five-- minutes it, -I'.ad 
wrought its terrible work and pawed on.

•'The theory of these warnings is that 


mine explosions are, most apt to occur 
at the time of a sudden fall in the barom- 
eter. A fall of one inch in the barometer 
is equal to a reduction of air pressure to 
the extent of about half a pound to the 
square inch! AVith the lessened pressure 
the gases from the coal issue into the 
workings of the mine and the danger of 
explosions becomes suddenly increased, so 
that extra attention to ventilation is 
necessary at such n time. -The miners 
an; given warning* whenever the barome- 
ter is high and apt to fall suddenly, in 
nvdor that they may uot overlook the 
danger. In this country no offida! col- 
liery warnings arc issued, and if -there 
exist statistics to show the relation b'e- 


I ween atmospheric pressure aud mine dis- 
asters we are not aware of them. Care- 
le»Mie»s in regard to the ventilation of 
eoal mines is criminal at nil times, but 
the oft'ense is a. thousandfold increased 
if the carelessness occurs-al a time of 
special danger." 


There would seem to be no good reason 


why with all of our governmental bur- 
eaus at AY-nshington and our incompara- 
ble weather service, warnings -could not 
be sent out to all known-mine manag- 
ers.

A JVOTABLK DECISION. 


There is trouble ahead and lots of it, 


should the late* decision of the United 
States supreme court, holding one 'state 
may sue another for the value of repud- 
iated state bonds and recover. It is true 
citizens can not sue a sovereign slate in 
any manner whatever, and the point was 
contested by North Carolina that individ- 
uals could by donating or selling repudi- 
ated bonds of that state held by them 
to' another state, enable such state to le- 
gally collect. The contention WOK that, 
repudiated bonds were of no value, no 
individual or any state possessing any 
right to collect, further 'Dakota, , the 
state in question having bought 
the 


bonds of North Carolina, was not Hie leg- 
itimate owner of the alleged bonds. 


But tlm supreme court held North Da- 


kota was the real owner, that the court 
would not inquire as to in what process 
the state of North' 'Dakota has become 
possessed o£ the North Carolina slate 
bonds, and that recovery must ensue. The. 
decision has been obeyed .by the soutliern 
state and North Dakota been paid its 
!S27,<(.00. Then this decision clearly put- 
ting it iu the power of individuals holding 
the rust of tho repudinled bonds to col- 
lect in the same fashion, ti compromise 
was made, and the legislature made 'pro- 
vision for-paying $«00,000 of fiice value 
with $215,000 compromised value. '.

To the Editor of the Racine Journal: 


By invitation of a prominent business 


man of Kelso, Washington,' we vieittd 
that citv on Monday, April 24th. We, 
(Dr. C. H. Head and'l), left Portland on 
the steamer Northwest at 6:45 a, m. It 
was an ideal spring day, just 'cool 
enou"U for a spring overcoat, as we sat 
on the forward deck enjoying the fine 
views constantly opening to our sight,- as 
the steamer glided past St. Helens, Kal: 
ama, (where the Northern Pacific rail- 
way crosses the Columbia-river on tha 
mammoth 
ferry iboat Tocoma), . and 


Rainier, nnd thence up the Cowlitz river 
about ten miles, reaching Kelso at 11 a, 
in 
' 
. 
< 
The object of our trip was to examine 


a tract of cut over timber land which 
we were informed was close to the river 
and Northern Pacific track, and could_be 
bought at a very reasonable price. \vo 
wanted it to cut up into 40 and 80 ax-re 
dairy forms, upon which we hoped to in- 
duce young dairymen from Wisconsin to 
settle. 
In mv opinion Oregon nnd Washington 


are destined to be the two lending dairy 
states of the union in less than 30 years. 
In the 120 day test last year at the St. 
Louis fair, five of the 25 Jersey cows en- 
tered belonged to the Ladd'^tate; one 
of these cows, Loretta D., No. 141,705, 
Ai J. C. C., was the winner of the first 
prize over all competitors, -ind .four- 
others won prizes. Among 25 Jersey 
cows was one 20 Ib. cow, one 19 Ib. cow, 
four 18 Ib. cows, and seven 17 Ib. cows; 
the whole 25 averaging over 16 Ibs. 


Oregon is the natural home of the 


dairy cow; in the first place there « no 
winter in western Oregon and Washing- 
ton, and the summer is cool and pleas- 
ant: the mercury rarely goes 85 degrees 
in the day time, and averages leas than 
CO degrees at night. As soon as the sun 
goes down the breeze from the snow- 
capped Cascade range cools off the at- 
mosphere and a blanket i* comfortable 
during' the night. -In July, 1904, the. 
maximum temperature averaged u-i de- 
crees and the minimum 50.5 degrees. 


Th* soil of Oregon and Washington is 


volcanic in origin 
(disintegrated lava) 


and produces grasses, grains asd vege- • 
tables of all .kinds in great profusion. 
. 


The average rain fall .in Portland lor 


the past 10 years has been.38.52 inches 
less than in New Orleans. Atlanta, Phil- 
adelphia, New York or Boston. I have 
now lived in Portland upwards of sixteen 
vears, nud only upon two occasions have 
I seen sufficient snow full to enable peo- 
ple to get out their cutters and have a 
sleisrh ride. 
The intrpduction of the farm separator 


and Babcock test Jiavc revolutionized the 
dairy 
bu-sinees. Dairymen 
now milk 


their cow*, run the milk through the 
separator, ship the butter fat to the 
creamery and feed the sweet milk to 
their calves, swine and poultry, thus sav- 
ing the haub'np of the milk to the .fac- 
tory and the sour milk back home. The 
Portland creameries 
pay 
within two 


cents per pound for butter fat as much 
as they get for butter.

The low rates of fare to the Lewis & 


Clark exposition at Portland (one fare 
for the round trip) affords an excellent 
opportunity for people to visit the fair 
and Bee the. country.

We left the stmmer at Kelso. which 


proceeded ta Toledo, the head of navi- 
gation, where it remained all night. 


We found Kel-so a. thriving city of 1,- 


200 inhabitants, the principal industry 
being the cedar shingle mill employing 
75 men and boy*, with a pay roll of $30.- 
000 per month, and turning out 600,000 
jhinples per day, the shingles being ship- 
ped all over the country, to Chicago, Bos- 
ton and Texas. The mill is operated by 
a battery of ten boilers and engines ag- 
aregatin" 250 horse power. We were es- 
corted through the mill by the superin- 
tendent und witnessed the sawinff, «iig- 
ing and packing operations. When the 
shingles are packed they weigh a little 
over 200 pounds a bundle; they are then 
placed in the dry house, where they lose 
nearly one-half their weight. The mill 
has orders ahead for all the shingles it 
produces. 


The citizens of Kelso are buildme a 


draw bridge, to Catlin. 000 feet in length 
and •sixteen feet in width, costing $15,- 
000, to be finished by July 1. 


At Kelso there, is a. fine opening for a 


good hotel, the lodging houses not hav- 
ing the capacity for the traveling public. 


The steamer' returns from Toledo to 


Kelso the .'following afternoon at three 
o'clock crowded with freight and passen- 
gers for Portland.
